The following Address has been issued'by the Wo¬ 
men’s Impartial Suffrage Association of Lawrence, 
Kansas : 

TO THE WOMEN OE KANSAS ". 

At the coming election on the 5th of November, 
questions of the greatest importance to every citizen of 
Kansas, whether man or woman, will be presented for 
the action of t’ne people. Shidl the right of suffrage be 
extended to negroes ? Shall the right of suffrage be 
extended to women? 

The question of the enfranchisement of the negro 
mainly ooonpies the attention of the Republican party. 
Hpon the same principle, viz. : that of equal rights and 
equal justice to all, we ask the ballot for women, and 
expect to obtain it. 

One great obstacle that the advocates of female suf¬ 
frage have to contend with is the declaration 
part of many good and intelligent women that they do 
not want to vote. They say they are contented with 
their present condition ; they have all the rights they j 
want, and do not need the ballot; and they will take 
interest in the matter, except to deprecate its agita¬ 
tion by womem Women of Kansas, let us reason to¬ 
gether for a little conoeruing this matter. 

Honored wives and mothers, who, dwelling at ease in 
the comfortable homes your husbands provide ft>r you, 
declare you do not want to vote, and would consider it 
almost a reflection on your husbands to desire such a 
thing, do you consider yourselves capable of forming a 
correct judgment in reference to any matter of public 
interest ? You read the newspapers and are familiar 
with the literature of the day, and pride yourselves 
your general information and intelligence 
you, then, form a judgment as to the justness of any 
law, or the charaoter of any candidate for office? Were 
to assert that you were not capable of this, yon 
would resent it as an insult. 

But, say you, we feel no interest in pnbUc measures, j 
laws, candidates, etc. ; our sphere, cares and duties are 
at home. So thought thousands of American women 
five years ago ; hut war, as the result of public mea¬ 
sures, laws and candidates, called from the hearth¬ 
stones and hearts of these same women husbands, 
brothers, sons, and slew them on the field of battle—in 
crowded hospitals—in reb.el prisons. Think you the 
women of America then had no interest in public mea¬ 
sures? Can it be that any woman who has given one 
of her household to save our country wiU declare that 
she takes no interest in the government and affairs of 
that country? Consider a moment whether you have 
any interest in matters more immediately pressing upon 
our attention. Is it of any importance to you whether 
the dram-shops be closed or not? Perhaps your hus- 
safe—above suspicion or fear of temptation 
but those little sons playing around your knee, that 
young brother who is about to leave the paternal roof- 
when the hour comes that they shaU go forth into tl 
world, is it of any concern to you whether temptatiou 
meet them at every comer? Said a rumseUer who is 
bitterly opposed to female suffrage, “What more do 
you want ? A man cannot now get Ucense to seU liquor 
without the names of a majority of aU the women of 
the ward upon his petition.” Very true ; hut mark 
this—unless the women of Kansas obtain the baUot, 
that law wUl soon be blotted from the statute-book. 

Again, the women of Kansas now vote on questions 
concerning the erection of school-houses and matters 
pertaining to the facilities for the education of their chil- , 
dren. Where has this provision wrought anything but 
good ? How many school districts now have eommodi- 
school-houses because the women of the district, 
who were mothers and wanted schools For their children, 
outnumbered the men who, though large landholders, 
are not residents or had no ohUdren and did not want 
schools? Can it be that any woman who has felt and 
wielded the power for good that the ballot gave her in 
tffis respect, wUl yet declare that she does not want to 
vote? 

If, then, you are capable of forming opinions on mat¬ 
ters of public interest, and if yon admit that you are in 
some degree liable to be affected by public affairs, in 
the name of heaven, of right, of home—in the name of 
husband, brothers, sons, can you not—wiU you not give 
your voice in favor of right and against wrong ? Begin 
now, if yon have never done so before, to inquire into 
the character of our lawmakers, the justness of onr 
laws, the regard our country pays to the rights of aU. 

If you do not feel the need of so doing for youreelves, 
yet for the sake of generations yet to come, interest 
yourselves “ that our officers may be peace and 
eoutors righteousness.” If you are in circumstances of 
ease and comfort, because shielded from every rude 
wind by noble protectors—father, husband, son—yet 
Usten to the cry of thousands of women less favored 
than ourselves, whose natural protectors, as we style 
them, the licensed dram-shop transforms into abusive 
tyrants, from whom they must be protected, or who, 
being deprived of husband and father, cry aloud of the 
injustioe inflicted upon them in their dependent condi¬ 
tion by laws framed in unrighteousness. Listen, we 
say, to their cry, and will yon not desire, yea, will you 
not demand the right to your voice on aU these ques-| 
tions in the only way in which yon can effeotuaUy do 
so-the use of the baUot? Why, it would seem that 
every earnest, philanthropic woman would desire to do 
so, even were she obliged to go to the poUs in their pre¬ 
sent condition, instead of the reformed and purified 
state that wiU inevitably result from the enfranchise- 
ment of women. 

The women of Kansas, who, next to the Pilgrim mo¬ 
thers of America, have endured more privations and 
taken a more active part in public affairs than any other 
women of America, should of all others have a voice in 
oontroUing the affairs of State and framing the laws by 
which they shaU be governed. Say some opposers: 

The good and true women would not vote, hut only 
the ignorant and vicious.” 'What a monstrous liB®! 
upon the inteUigenee and pubUo spirit of the women ot 
Kansas! and just so certainly as women obtain the bal¬ 
lot, £is far as the LntelUgent and virtuous outmimberthe 
ignorant and abandoned, wiU the vote of women swell 
the majority for just and righteous measures—for the 
moral and upright man—the man who ha-s never im¬ 
brued his hands in blood—who has never robbed woman 
of her virtue—whose senses £ire never drowned 
intoxicating howl.

The new tragedy tells the dark story ol the Revolu¬ 
tion, especially as its events wrought out the sombre 
destiny of the royal household. It opens with a pro¬ 
logue, giving the atmosphere of Court-life at Versailles, 
when the aim of existence was pleasure, nntempered, 
unchecked by principle. Yet even in the prologue, 
sees through all the sparkhng gaiety, extravagance, aban¬ 
don and dissipation, that shadow which is to deepen 
anddeepenuiito the close. The first act casts usat 
into the tumult of the Revolution. We hear its surges, 
the cries of The Austrian! The Austrian! beat 
against the royal palace. This opening act is admira¬ 
ble in construction, albeit intensely dramatic. Its con¬ 
clusion is especudly effective—exhibiting the Queen 
presenting herself and the Dauphin to the mob from 
the balcony. The second act abounds with party 
trigue, the fierce struggle of demagogues and partisans, 
have a scene between Marie Antoinette and 
Mirabeau in the garden at VersaiUes, and a view of 
the attempt to miike Louis a constitutional monarch, 
bringing out painfully bis indecision of character. The 
third act introduces Robespierre, the Jacobin pohtios 
and the reign of terror, closing with ajnrid 
the mob forcing itself into the Tuilleries, and the very 
presence of the Queen, who by turns sues or defies the 
infririated masses. The fourth act is exquisitely pa.- 
thetic. It presents the King’s apartment in prison, 
and terminates with his departure for the place of 
cution. The fifth act separates the Queen and Dau¬ 
phin, and the epilogue shows the Queen condemned 
I death and in the hands of the executioner. 

Of course,in a play of this character, the tendency is to 
the sensational, yet its talented author has succeeded in 
giving each point in the sad story its fall force without 
once offending against good taste. And his inspiration 
seems to have been caught by his great interpreter. In 
all the varying stipes of Marie Antoinette’s life, first as 
the fair young queen, then as the thoughtful sovereign, 
and finally as the high-souled, sensitive woman crushed 
by misery Ristori scorned equally great, and each 
successive rendering has hut added to the measure of 
her success. Her support, Sig. Bozzo, is a most ele¬ 
gant portraiture of Louis LVI., dignified, calm and 
royal. We had intended saying something of Mme. 
Eistori, as a public educator, but the growing length of 
OUT article admonishes us to reserve onr remarks upon 
that head for another paper.
